DB.Yi8,!,by-'the.-Bideof: that of his 
brother, Joe Davis... Before, the war these 
were of the fineat-of the plantations on the 
river; bot they have met the .fate allotted 
to other secession property.. When Farra- 
gat'a fleet came np the.river,.on the oeoa- 
sion of. the first siege oi Vicksburg-, a land- 
ing was :Biade at this point. The Bailors 
from the fleet were.allow.ecl-.on.'shore and 
despoiled the plantations of most of .their 
beauty. Everything of value was either 
carried away or destroyed, and the planta- 
tions pre»ented ..the appearance.of- having 
suffered a delnge and tornado at the same 
time.

ty. It affected my spirits. I dreaded to 
look upon a comely young maiden, for 
perceived the hideous change that was to 
come upon her—when she should hob- 
ble about, a akinuy and eyesore old 
bag .unfit to labor but forced to it 
by tha 
enexorable tyranny of 
pover 


ty 1 When, then, I had crossed into Italy, 
I was aa in a uew world. The common 
pooplo seemed happy. They laughed anc 
chatted ; they returned your greeting with 
good-natured kindness. If tbere is not a 
grand future for northern Italy, it will be 
because education and liberty are withheld 
from 'them. But they are a noble stock. 
Their, brains are large and their heads well 
organized. 
They have grand 
bodies, 


otrong and well developed. I have npt, ir 
all niy travels, seen a common .people ol 
such promise aa these Italian people. And 
I am informed that facta do not belie these 
favorable appearances, I am bound to say, 
also, that I have been agreeably disapoint- 
ed iu the appearance of the monks and 
priest? in. the Roman Catholic countries.

appointed for the relief of the sufferers by 
the Indian hostilities in Minnesota, con- 
silting of Col. Aldirck and Messrs. White 
and Chase, were in session at St. Patera, 
Minnesota, for about five months. Two 
thousand nine hundred and forty claims 
were presented and examined. A large 
number also presented, but could not bu 
examined,as the law fixed for the expiration 
of their duties at December 1st, The above 
number of claims amounted to $2,458,000. 
The commission awarded $1,370,450. Two 
hundred thousand dollars were appropria 
ted at the last session for the immediate 
relief of the most needy sufferers to over 
fourteen hundred persona, many of wham 
were made widows and orphans by tbe In- 
diana. Already eleven hundred witnesses 
were examined, and tboir testimony red tic 
ed to writing covering about sixteen hun- 
dred sheets legal cap paper. Over eight 
mndred men women and children were 
jutchered by the Indians. 


Thousands who had purchased home- 


aleads ol the United States and paid for 
hem were driven away, and era now refu- 
gees, it being unsafe to return lo the fron- 
ier. It id estimated that $5,000,000 will 
reimburse the people for damage done by 
he Indians on the frontier of Minnesota. 
The government holds about $3,000,000 
annuities forfeited by the rebellions Sioux, 
and it is proposed to use thia sum in pay- 
ment of the above claims, aud a bill appro- 
mating $1,110,000 is being prepared to 
neet the balance due in the amount 
awarded by the commission.

'Two 
hundred thousand dollars were appropria- 
ted at the last session for the immediate 
relief of the most needy sufferers to over 
fourteen hundred persons, many of wh«m 
were made widows and orphans by the In- 
dians. Already, eleven hundred witnesses 
were examined, and their testimony reduc- 
ed to writing covering about sixteen hun- 
dred theets legal cap paper.
